Mideast Storm 

Qn Unusually severe weather 
struck many parts of the 

(DH astern Mediterranean. 
Cyprus received its first snowfall in 
40 years, while extremely rare bliz- 
zards swept across Jordan. Villages 
and towns were cut off in both coun- 
tries. Heavy rains in Lebanon and 
Israel caused flooding that swamped 
toads and knocked out telephone 
circuits. Three soldiers belonging to 
the United Nations peacekeeping 
forceinthe Golan Heights were swept 
away by flood waters which poured 
into Syria when an Israeli-built reser- 
voir burst its banks. In Egypt, 14 
people were killed as-a result of a 
sandstorm that whipped across the 
country. Mostwerekilled by uprooted 
trees or collapsed structures. 


Avalanche 


The Turkish government 
| declared the mountainous 

tegion of southeast Ana- 
tolia a catastrophe zone after ava- 
lanches killed nearly 200 people in 
six separate villages. Most of the 
dead were in Gormec, in the prov- 
ince of Sirnak, bordering Iraq, where 
the bodies of 71 soldiers and 49 
Kurdish civilians were recovered. The 
government asked the survivors to 
move to safer locations because of 
continuing heavy snowfall in the 
region. 


War Victims 

Land mines planted by 
[am Tamil separatists in Sri 

Lanka have killed or dis- 
membered a large number of ele- 
phants, according to one of the 
country's leading wildlife conserva- 
tionists. Mazeer Hamdoon, director 
ofthe Save the Elephant Trust Foun- 
dation, said that many top army per- 
sonnel had informed him of “this 
grave destruction” in eastern Am- 
parai, Trincomalee, and Batticaloa 
areas. It is estimated that there are 
only 3,200 surviving elephantsinthe 
island nation, comparedto morethan 
10,000 at the turn of the century. 


Winter’s Worst 

A blustery winter storm 

brought Moncton, New 

Brunswick, its heaviest 
snowfall from a single storm in the 
town's history. By the time the 110- 
hour-long storm abated, more than 
63 inches of snow had fallen, and 
winds of upto 70 miles per hour had 
created 20-foot-high drifts. Schools 
and businesses throughout the Ca- 
nadian Maritime Provinces were 
closed, and traffic was at a standstill 
from the second blizzard to strike 
within a week. 

Tokyo's heaviest snowfall in six 
years knocked out power linas, 
blocked roads and airport runways, 
and left scores of fallen pedestrians 
hospitalized with broken bones.
